In Pakhoi they had a 
large hospital of 150 beds. Here 
for the last 30 yearsthey had been 
seeking to alleviate the sufferings 
of the afflicted people; but it was 
only in recent years, thanks to the 
résearches of Sir L. Rogers, that 
they had a hope of carrying outa 
cure. Unless they had. mixed 
with lepers, as he had, they had 
ne idea of hopelessness of their 
lives. Cut off from their friends, 
turned out of their homes, their 
only hope was to beg in the streets 


. {and gradually die as the disease | 
. Capt. E. B. Green, 


spread further and further. . Ten 
years ago they had an outbreak of 
cholera in Pakhoi and out of every 
100 patients. who were brought 
into the hospital eighty died. 

But again, thanks to Sir L. Rogers, 
they were-now confident of curing 
75 percent of the patients. 


In concluding, the preacher 
gave an interesting example of 
how the lepers at Pakhoi assisted 
in helping ‘forward the Allied 
caus?inthe war. The work of 
propaganda had become a 
byeword and at the outbreak of 
war the Germans were prepared 
to flood China with newspapers 
on their behalf. The German 
mission at Pakhboi was not a 
laggerd and at once started a 
paper supporting the Fatherland 
and some said that they were 
“Germans first and Christians 
second.” He was approached by 
some Chinese who asked whether. 
he could not do something to 
counteract the lies and uatraths 
that . were being printed 
week by week in the Ger-+ 
man papers. After consideration 
it was decided ‘that something 
could be done and week by week 
e-paper was set up in the Isper 
compound by msn soma of whom 


had to leave for Russia he
